‘ong ago, young girl named Lillian 

Ellison approached Billy Wolfe, 
the top promoter of women's 
wrestling, and told him she wanted to 
work for him. To this day, she remem- 
bers his exact response: “You're too 
small to wrestle. Go sit on some 
lawyer's knee and be a secretary" 

She never need any more inspira- 
tion for than that. 

Moolah won the World title on 
September 18, 1956, in a tournament 
final against Judy Grable, and reigned 
for the next 28 years (losing it for a 
couple of days along the way after 
being upset by Betty Boucher). Even 
after her 1984 loss to Wendi Richter 
ushered in the so-called “rock 'n' 
wrestling connection” and seemingly 
signalled an end to the style of 
wrestling Moolah made famous, she 
was able to come back under a mask 
as the Spider Lady and beat Richter 
for the title 16 months later. Richter 
might have been able to unmask her 
that night, but in essence all she could 
do was tip her cowboy hat to the 
greatest woman wrestler that ever 
stepped into the ring. 

Moolah, who began her career as 
"Slave Girl” Moolah seconding for The 
Elephant Boy (Tony Olivas), still wres- 
tles on occasion, but prefers to spend 
her time training wrestlers at her 
Columbia, South Carolina, facility. The 
1991 recipient of the Pro Wrestling 
Illustrated Editors’ Award still follows 
the sport very closely and serves as 
an “X-Ray” panelist in The Wrestler. 
Though a rulebreaker throughout her 
career, she has 2 very kind heart and 
does extensive charity work through- 
out South Carolina.

y J JUNE BYERS

une Byers earned worldwide acclaim by upending legendary World champion Mildred Burke in Atlanta, Georgia, 

on August 20, 1954. After that fabled contest went to the one-hour time limit, Byers was declared undisputed 
champion, having scored the only fall. The match was actually regarded as a title-unification bout, as Byers had won 
partial title recognition by winning an elimination tournament in Baltimore the year before. 

Byers began training to become a professional wrestler at the tender age of seven with her uncle, lightweight 
wrestler Ottoway Roberts. A world-traveler, she often defended the title not only in the U.S. and Canada, but also 
as far away as Australia. For a number of years Byers was married to wrestler/promoter Sammy Menacker. A dar- 
fing of sportswriters, Byers became famous not only for her wrestling talents, but also for her large collection of 


diamonds and furs. 
She retired from active ring competition on January 1, 1964, her son's birthday. 
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pioneer of the sport, Mildred Burke's title bouts in the "40s and '50s shared equal billing with male champions 
of the era such as Lou Thesz and Bronko Nagurski in double main events. 

Burke entered the sport by pestering promoter/booker Billy Wolfe into matching her against a man. Despite the 
fact that Wolfe offered her opponent a cash bonus to toss her from the ring, Burke stopped her rival dead in his 
tracks. Later, the two married and Wolfe became her personal manager. 

Burke won title recognition from the great Clara Mortensen, and at one point she went 15 straight years with- 
out losing. This was a totally amazing feat when one considers that she was also meeting and beating men of her 
own weight class during that time period! 

After retiring from the ring, Burke ran a wrestling school in California. Among her proteges was Marie Vagnone, 
a very successful wrestler in her own right. Burke deserves her lofty ranking if for no other reason than her numer-

ae Young was generally regarded as the toughest lady wrestler of all-time. She never was able to wrestle the 
World title away from either Mildred Burke or June Byers, but she gave both champions many anxious 
moments. Incredibly, the septuagenarian still teams with Fabulous Moolah at special events! 

Young was part of a tour in 1953 that saw U.S. lady wrestlers compete in Japan for the very first time. Her feud 
with Mae Weston is considered the most intense in the history of women’s wrestling. 

Young's trademark ring strut was stolen from junior heavyweight champion Danny McShane, and later copied by 
Buddy Rogers and many others. Over the years, Young has trained many top lady wrestlers, a task she enjoys to this 
day. In recent years, she has been seconded by Lord Randolph Whitmore Ill, which brings back the fond memories 
of Gorgeous George's many valets. 

Young is considered the greatest villainess in the history of lady wrestling. 
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VIVIAN VACHON 


ivian Vachon had to learn to wrestle or she would have had a tough go of it as a child. Her brothers, Maurice 

("Mad Dog”) and Paul (“Butcher”) grew up to be AWA World tag team champions. 

Vachon truly wrestled like a man, using power moves such as standing suplexes. Although a big woman at 155 
unds, Vachon was known for her great speed and stamina. Among her many accomplisments was winning the 

d Prix championship following a victory over Jean Antone in Quebec. 

‘One of the most famous women wrestlers ever, she was the feature subject of the motion picture Wrestling 
sen. In addition to her wrestling career, Vachon had a number of hit records sung in French that were popular in 
Montreal area. She inspired females both in the U.S. and Canada, but none more so than her own niece, Luna 
chon, who has become a solid competitor. 


Vivian's life came to a tragic end in 1991 when she and her daughter, Julie, were involved a head-on collision in 
treal.

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«A JAGUAR YOKOTA 


uch like the competition involving their male counterparts, women's wrestling in japan is at a 

highly technical and skilled level. Yokota, a 5'3" fireball, held the All-Japan Women's Wrestling 
Alliance title for all but one month between the years 1981 and 1985 and is acknowledged as the best 
her country has ever produced. 

A wrestler's wrestler, Yokota used airplane spins, figure-four leglocks, and Suplexes zo gain victo- 
ries. Tour after tour, she not only met and defeated the best from Japan, but also the top lady wrestlers 
from the U.S., including Wendi Richter, Judy Martin, Susan Starr, and Peggy Lee She often tag teamed 
with Mimi Hagiwara, another huge fan favorite on the Japanese wrestling scese.

iccoli, one of the toughest lady wrestlers of all-time, seemingly enjoyed getting a crowd upset as much as win- 
ning a match. Though not exactly loved in leading Midwest mat centers such as St. Louis, Kansas City, and 
Omaha, fans respected her throw-caution-to-the-wind style. 

A particularly hot feud with bitter rival Jean Antone became legendary. The two had such rough contests that 
one promoter finally matched them against each other in a boxing match. Probably her most famous match took 
place when she traveled west to wrestle Fabulous Moolah in Los Angeles. Although Moolah walked away with her 
champion belt, Niccoli's stature grew as a result of the hard-fought loss. 

Niccoli was known to have a fiery temper with reporters, and threw more than one of them out of her dress- 
ing room.When she married Japanese matman Akio Sato, she seemed to mellow somewhat, but fans were not will- 
ing to cheer her after she spent so many years of bending the rules. 
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rained for the pro wrestling game by world champion Everett Marshall, Weston's career spanned seven decades, 
a testament to her physical conditioning. 


Weston, who took her name from actress Mae West, was never at a loss for a counterhold or throw. Although 
Best-known for her toughness (rivals Mae Young and Mildred Burke would attest to that), she had brilliant acrobat- 
de skills that she learned by the age of 16 on the carnival circuit. She also learned to box while working the carni- 
wals, and she knocked out a few of the men who dared to challenge her. 

Ax one point, Weston's sister also wrestled professionally, but she chose Rose Evans as her ring moniker, For a 
few years, Weston took the name of Ma Bass and became a controversial manager in the Oklahoma area. One fan 


Bock such a dislike to her methods that he actually shot her. Weston actually came back from the wound to resume 
her career.

uring an all-too-brief period of time when women's wrestling was making headlines in the WWF, Richter was 

right at the forefront. She became such a hot commodity that she became the first woman featured on the cover 
of Pro Wrestling Illustrated (April 1986) with the headline: “Womens Wrestling Comes Of Age: Is Wendi Richter More 
Popular Than Hulk Hogan?” 

The question wasn't that farfetched. Months earlier, Richter was involved in one of the most heavily hyped matches 
ever when she and Fabulous Moolah met for the World title live on MTV in “The Brawl To Settle It All" on July 23, 1984. 
Richter was seconded by rock singer Cyndi Lauper, while Moolah was accompanied by Capt. Lou Albano. Richter won 
the match, ending Moolah’s 28-year domination of the sport. Richter would lose the title to the Moolah-managed Lelani 
Kai the following February, and the rematch a month later would be for many the highlight of WrestleMania I. 

“Though Richter was able to regain the belt from Kai, she would lose it for the final time when Moolah (as the Masked 
Spider Lady) was able to summon one last brilliant effort, on November 25, 1985. Even though Richter's popularity never 
eclipsed Hogan's, the one-time “Texas Cowgirl" did leave a permanent—and very bright—mark on the sport.

- e2utiful and powerful, intelligent and skilled, Miceli fits the ideal mold of “woman of the '90s" ... yet she still

ew lady wrestlers have ever been 

held in higher esteem than Nash- 
villes Candi Devine. A three-time 
holder of the AWA Women's champi- 
onship, Devine's title matches against 
the likes of Sherri Martel, Judy Martin, 
and Diane Hoffman brought her great 
fame and fortune. In recent years, 
Devine has taken to the tag team wars 
on a regular basis, using Lisa Handzal 
as a regular partner. As a single, she 
has a red-hot feud going with rugged 
rookie Psycho Cybil. 


illed as the "Wow Girl” fora | 
famous string bikini publicity 
photo that she posed for with tag 
team partner Lorraine Johnson in 
the ’50s, Banner still sports the 
physique and good looks that turn 
heads when she walks into a room. 
The first AWA Women's champion 
(by way of a tournament in 1961,) 
she retired before ever being de- 
feated for her crown. Banner was 
generally considered the number- 
‘one contender to June Byers’ title, 
and the two met many times in a 
series of tremendous battles.

asami is considered the greatest rulebreaker 

in the history of Japanese wrestling. That is 
not to imply that she wasn’t good box office. In fact, 
fans have always turned out in record numbers in 
hopes of seeing her defeated. An 18-year veteran of 
the sport, Masami (real name: Masami Yoshida) has 
held both the WWWVA singles and tag team titles. 
Her most famous victory came on December 12, 
1985, when she scored a solid victory over the 
great Dump Matsumoto. In 1992, she helped to 
establish the Japan Women Pro Wrestling (JWP) 
Besides being a top-notch wrestler, she has an out- 
standing singing voice and has had a successful 
recording career. 


akano ranks up there 

with Devil Masami as 
the woman Japanese fans 
love to hate. Unlike Masami, 
Bull recently has wrestled in 
the United States in a num- 
ber of significant matches. 
Her most recent important 
victory came over Akira 
Hokuto in Las Vegas at the 
annual L.I.WAA. charity con- 
vention card. Among her 
career highlights is a 1987 
win over Chigusa Nagayo for 
the All-Japan Womens title. 
She has also done quite well 
in tag team matches over the 
years; she shared the All- 
Japan Women’s tag team 
crown with Dump Matsu- 
moto, Candor Saito, and 
Kumiko Iwamoto.

ne of the most well- 

known women wrestling 
figures of the ‘70s and ‘80s, 
Grable won the WWF Women's 
tag team title in both decades, 
the first in October 1974 with 
Vicki Williams and then with 
Wendi Richter in May 1982. 
Over the years, Grable adopted 
a rugged style that did not go 
over very well with the fans. 
Like many others on this list, she 
had a long-standing feud with 
Fabulous Moolah. 


oucher made the entire 

wrestling world sit up 
and take notice when she 
upset Fabulous Moolah for 
the World championship in 
Seattle, Washington, on Sep- 
tember 17, 1966. Prior to 
that time, Bette was known 
primarily as a tag team com- 
petitor, frequently using her 
sister, Rita Boucher, as her 
partner. Although she held 
the crown for just a few days 
before losing it back to 
Moolah in a rematch, she will 
forever be remembered a- 
mong women wrestlers in 
much the same way lvan 
Koloff (conqueror of Bruno 
Sammartino) is remembered 
among the men.

f the combination of Nagayo and Lioness Asuka 

wasn't the greatest women’s tag team of all-time 
(and it's hard to dispute that they indeed were), 
they were certainly the most exciting. Known as the 
“Crush Girls,” Nagayo and Asuka won the WWWA 
tag title four times, the first coming against the duo 
of Jumbo Hori and Yukari Omari in 1983. In one of 
the most celebrated bouts in Japanese history, they 
became three-time champions by beating The 
Jumping Bomb Angels—Noriyo Tateno and Itzuki 
Yamazaki. Two months after the Crush Girls won 
the belts for the final time, in 1989, Asuka retired. 
The charismatic Nagayo still competes under the 
banner of “Gaea Japan.” 
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nodgrass is always mentioned in the same breath as Clara 

Mortensen and Cora Livingston when historians talk 
about the great lady wrestling pioneers. Old posters and 
newspaper clippings clearly show that she ducked no one, 
competing against all the top stars of the day. She is rated 
quite highly by Mae Young, who had a number of epic contests 
against her. Other frequent opponents included Mae Weston, 
Kitty Duvall, and The Purple Flash.

blonde bombshell who was known for her good 

looks and devil-may-care ring style, Stewart was a 
particularly big attraction in Texas, where she reigned 
many years as the state champion. With her hair flying 
every which way, Stewart was known to tear into each 
and every opponent with the fury of a hurricane at the 
sound of the opening bell. Many consider her to be the 
best lady wrestler that never wore a major championship 
belt.

World champion Bronko Nagurski, Theis was a great 
ice skater who brought her speed and agility to the 
wrestling ring. Therese recently suffered a great personal 
loss with the passing of her beloved husband, Ray “The 
Crippler” Stevens. Always the bearer of a friendly smile, 
Therese is president of the Ladies International Wrestling 
Association, an organization that has been promoting cards 
and doing other fundraising for the past |2 years in an 
effort to build a retirement home for wrestlers.

remembered for her lengthy World tag team reign 
with Toni Rose. A series of bouts against the duo of 
Joyce Grable and Vicki Williams set a standard against 
which women's tag team matches are measured to this 
day. Christantello entered wrestling when she contact- 
ed a Pittsburgh promoter on a dare. A natural inside 
the squared circle, the rulebreaking Christantello 
would never think of returning to her original job as a 
waitress.

hile fans in Japan are never sure if they should 

cheer or boo Hokuto, they universally respect her 
competitive spirit. With a style that incorporates high-risk 
maneuvers such as dives off the top rope onto an oppo- 
nent outside the ring, the two-time All-Pacific champion 
continually demonstrates that to her, victory is more 
important than personal safety. Her match this summer in 
Las Vegas against Bull Nakano for the vacant Japanese title 
was a perfect illustration of why wrestlers from her coun- 
try are starting to get universal recognition as the best in 
the world.

But tag team wrestling was her 
forte, and she and Joyce Grable stunned fans when 
they took the World tag team title from Toni Rose 
and Donna Christantello in 1974.

his 17-year veteran was originally attracted to the world of profes- 

sional wrestling when she met some pros at a gym who had been 
training under Larry Lane through Joe Blanchard's San Antonio promo- 
tion. Chase later was put through her paces by Donna Christantello at 
Fabulous Moolah's training camp. She is known for her bravery and moxie 
in the ring, not too surprising when one considers the fact that at the 
tender age of 18, while in the Army, she became the first female to join 
the infantry medical unit during the Vietnam War. 


he most famous series of wrestling matches in the history of 
women’s competition took place between Judy Grable and 
Fabulous Moolah. It was after a tournament final victory over 
Grable on September 18, 1956, that Moolah began her incredible
